ed and ſalted Fiſhes, Geeſe and Pigeons, 
all Paſtry Work made with Butter, toge- 
ther with all Meal and Milk Meats; as-alſo 
from Brandy, Wine and ſtrong Beer.

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Kind, The Thirſt muſt never be quench- 
ed with any cold Drink, but always with a 
moderately warm and ſmall Potion, nor 
muſt the Patient drink too much at once. 
If the Heat ſhould laſt too long and be 
troubleſome to the Patient, then a grown 
Perſon. may take a Dole of ten to fifteen 
Grains of depurate Salpeter, Nitrum de- 
puratum, but thoſe who are younger, 
muſt take leſs in Proportion to their Years, 
or uſe every two Hours our Antiſpasmo- 
dic Powder; then the Heat will begin to 
ceaſe and the Sweat break out to the great 
Relief of the Patients. There are ſome, 
who provoke this Sweating by Alexiphar- 
mac Eſſences or other Bezoardic Tinctures, 
but I think it by no Means adviſeable.

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Fevers generally being accompanied 
with a general Nauſeousneſs, the Patients 
have no Occaſion for to force themſelves 
to any Food, for Fear they might not ſu- 
ſtain otherwiſe, For Nature does not long 
after any Meat for the Nouriſhment of the 
Body before all the Danger be paſt, It is for 
this Reaſon that thoſe, who have yet a 
good Stomach by their Fever, have there- 
by a Preſage of a very difficult and laſting 
Fever, which may ealily degenerate” into 
an intricate and almoſt incurable Fever, 
unleſs they moderate their Appetite and 
undergo betimes a regular Cure. |

If then any Body did chooſe to facili- 
tate the Labour of the Fever by the Uſe 
of ſome proper and convenient Medi- 
eines, it would be well to uſe our reſolving 
Stomachic Powders in ſuch a Manner, that 
a grown Perſon on thoſe Days, he is free 
from the Fever, take always a whole Doſe of 
them in the Forenoan at ſeven and nine 
o'Clock, and in the.
